WASHINGTON NEWS.
A considerable effort has been made, but

without success, to secure a recess of Congress
from the 20th April to the 20th May, in orderthat Congressional delegates might attend
the Charleston Convention.
A Democratic caucus has been held ; and an

attempt made by the friends of Douglas and
Hunter to coalesce upon one or the other for
the Presidency. The attempt did not result in
any definite arrangement.
A proposal to change the boundary line of

Kansas, effecting the boundary also of Dacotah,
retards the organization of this territory and
the admission of Kanzas as a State into the
Union. The Pike's Peak Territory, a bill for
the organization of which is before the Senate,
is likely to be called Mountainia as suggested by
Judge Docgla9 about a year ago.
The population of Arizona is reputed to be

12,000; there being 8,000 voters. The people

of New Mexico are clamorous for the organization
of this territory.

The subject of the absorption of Utah by surroundingStates and territories is exciting muoh
attention. Mr. Scott, of California, asks a portion

to be set off to his State.

A new monthly advertising sheet, we learn

from the Charleston papers, is proposed to be
issued soon by Mr. Joseph Walkxb of that city,
designed for gratuitous circulation throughout
the Southern 8tates. The objeet of this sheet
will be to furnish the Charleston Jobbers a mediumof communication with their customers in
all parts of the country. To secure this the
more thoroughly, Mr. Waikeb proposes to con-

nect with his own issue a system of advertising
by which the card of each merchant patronizing
him will appear, also, in fifty or more newspapers.This plan would work well for Charleston ;

and we hope Mr. W. will receive sufficient encouragementto induce him to inaugurate the
enterprise.

POST-MORTEM BENEVOLENCE.
He who waits until he has one foot ilk the

grave, before he dispenses his charities, may be
said to give away that whioh belongs to another ;

for, as he come naked into the world, so he mnst

go out naked and possessionless. Every virtue,
properly exercised, has a two-fold influence.
on the public and on the individual; but the latteris lost in cases of post-mortem benevolence.
We do not condemn such charity.it is nobly
well; yet charities ante mortem, given before
death, are better.better both for thk giver and
the public.

These charities, given by dead men to living
causes, may be of two kinds: they may spring
up in the mind, like a mush-room growth, on

the death-bed : or thev may have been the
purpose of a long and laborious life. The formerare like the sudden breaking of the setting
sun-light through clouds behind which the sun

had been struggling all the day.beautiful, gladdening,
but not redeeming the dark, perhaps,

penurious and sinful past. In the latter case,
when a man lives to make with the purpose of

giving when he dies, he is not an actual but an

intentional benefactor.a living miser, a dead
philanthropist. Such an intention is a dangerous

temptation, too; for he may excuse himself
for wronging his neighbor by thinking that it
will benefit posterity.

Here is a man who has lived, and toiled, and
amassed a large fortune. His brain has been
kept on a stretch; he has half clad his aching
and toil-worn body; he has stinted himself; he
has been up early and late.all to heap together
millions. He dies. His will splendidly endows
some college, Orphan House or like institution.
in ninety nine 01 a nunureu sucn cases, tne reai

will of the donor, perhaps, is in sorfie respects
violated. How much better to retire from business,

and devote the last five or ten years of life
to the execution of his own will. The active
personal engagement in the scheme of benevolencewould quicken all the unselfish feelings
of the heart. He would grow in love with it; the
execution of his plan would keep both mind and
body active; and a new train of joys and desires
would spring up around old age.

Another man is constantly on the alert for
some object on which he may judiciously expend
his charities. This it is that cultivates and ennobles

the man. Probably, during the whole of
his life, he may not expend a thousand dollars in
this way; yet do more good, by the unceasing
activity of his benevolence, than he who endows
a professorship or even a college after death.
"Power to do good," says Bacon, "is the true

and lawful end of aspiring; for good thoughts,
though God accept them, yet towards men are

little better than good dreams, except they be
put in act."

If we examine fully this thing of living solely
to oneself and dying to the public, we shall see

that the publio are often, like children who inheritprincely fortunes, idle, improvident and
profligate. Great cities will often ubo donations
to erect splendid buildings, &c., and thus do less
for real use than for show and ornament. Endowedcolleges tend to pervert the law of "diligencemaking rich and are liable to have aboutthem a set of lazy professors who feed upon
the endowment, and care not whether the collegebe in prosperity or adversity. The law of
life is such that the money distilled from the
brain and musle of one, purchases indolence and
luxury for another; so that excess of thrift and
money-making propensity is as bad as excess

of prodigality.
True wisdom teaches us to be diligent and

charitable both; and the two act as checks to
each other, and keep us in the 'golden mean'
which is the path of safety and virtue. "Certainlyit is heaven upon earth," says a wise man,
"to have a man's mind move in charity, rest in
Providence and turn upon the poles of truth ;"
either of which three things is a great virtue in
unity with the others, but taken alone would
run into vicious extremes. A man should court
the luxury of doing good while he lives; the

pleasure of seeing his charities springing up all
around him; the privilege, which is his right,
of deciding for himself who shall be the objects
or bis cbarity. fcureiy tbere is nothing more

divine on earth than for a man to see with his
own eyes and feel in his own consciousness,
while he lives, that the tendency of all his actionsis to conform earth to the likeness of heaven.

MERE-MENTIOJt.
We learn through the Herald, that W. D.

Simpson, Esq., of Laurens, has consented to
become a candidate for the State Senate.
The Bank of Chester has declared a dividend,
payable on and after the 2d April, of $1.25 per
share, being the value of 10 per cent, per annum.The Boston Journal says : The first
contribution for the new monument at Lexingtonhas been made by Senator Hammond of South
Carolina, who has sent his check for fifty dollars
to the association. A Canada paper, the
Toronto Qlobe, says : The best thing the Yankeescan do for the world at large, if not for the
United States, is to annex Mexico as speedily
as possible. Gov. Houston, of Texas, is

preparing for an immediate and extensive campaignagainst the Indiaus, and also threatens an

invasion of Mexico, in case the McLane treaty
is not ratified by the Senate. Both Houses
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publishers to print on their papers the date of
the expirations of subscriptions. A letter
from Vera Cruz states that Mibamojt, on his way
down from the capital, imposed a forced loan of

$100,000 on the people of Puebla, and another
of $70,000 on those of Jaiapa, and what is more,
got the money.$170,000 in all. The
Spartanburg Express says: The friends of Dr.

ments that the Government will call on Spain
for explanations as to the fitting out of the Miramonsteamers at Havana is not well founded,
there being no official data to show that Spain is
implicated with Miramon, or whioh would justify

such a course on the part of the Administration,
even if there were no other reason why such explanationshould not be demanded. The
vote of Ceniial Italy, is overwhelmingly in favor
of annexation to Sardinia. By means of the

telegraph, news from Calcutta now reaehes England
in six days. Switzerland has sent a

protest agiinst the annexation of Savoy to

France.

President or Vioe President. He is willing to

take the gilt of either office, but prefers the

presidency. Yet he is willing to be sacrificed
for the good of the Democratic party, and

though the delegates may feel it to be their duty
to vote for him as President to the last, yet he
wishes it to be distinctly understood that they
are at liberty, whenever the public good requires
it, to let him down among the candidates for the
Vice Presidency.

The Charleston Mercury gives an account
of a hail-stcrm passing over that city on Sunday
evening. It says :."The month of April has
made its debut more like a lion than a lamb. It

opened yesterday morning with a mild shower,
bat towards the afternoon the skies in the north

assamed a threatening aspect, which gradually
grew darker and thicker, and about five o'clock,
with the wind at a high point, we were visited
with a hail-ntorm, accompanied with thunder and
lightning, which, fortunately, was of short durationin the city. The hail stones were of exceedinglarge sixe and irregularly shaped.some
round and flat, while others were large and cylindrical.One hail stone, probably larger than
the average, measured one inch and a quarter
lengthwise and the same in girth. The shower
must have been spent before it reached Charleston,

and we fear it did much damage to early
vegetation iti its course."

Reports have reoently reached our State
that Hon. L. M. Keitt had been killed in a duel
with a Tenn*sseean. This rumor has been contradicted.The following paragraph from the
Wa*hinaton Star will nrobablv explain its origin:
"The wonder-mongers of the country are just

now terribly exercised over a rumored regular
set-to, as it were, in a recent Democratic SenatorialCaucus, in the Capitol. Seeing frequent
dark allusions to it in the newspapers, many of
them implicating parties as the belligerents, who
were not the men, and hearing all sorts of improbableverbal stories concerning the affair, we
may as well say now as at some future time.for
such a cat nt ust, of course, sooner or later, get
i lean out of the bag.that we believe Messrs.
Clay and Clingman to have been the parties in
collision; and that, until separated, the latter
was very roughly handled. So says Madam Rumor,in circles in which she not unfrequently tells
the truth. Ten to one, 'squatter sovereignty,'
in disguise, was at the bottom of the muss."
An exchange explains the rumor quite differently.It says : "A gentleman of our acquaintanceexplained the mystery of the report, quite

satisfactorily; it seems that the rumor first originated
in Wilmington, and ho suggested that

'Old Rip' had just awakened to a knowledge of
the difficulty between Messrs. Keitt and Gaow
some two years past, and dreamt that the former
was killed in the rencounter."

Some days since Mr. Covode, a member
of the House from Pennsylvania, offered a resolution,which was adopted, for appointing a committee

to investigate whether President Buchananhas not used 'money, patronage and other

improper means' to corrupt and influence membersof Congress. On last Thursday the Presidentsent a message to the House, protesting againstthis proceodure. We give the concluding
paragraph cf the message:

"I do, therefore, for the reasons stated, and
in the name of the people of the several States
solemnly protest against these proceedings of
the House of Kcpresentatives; Because they are

in violation of the rights of the co-ordinate Executivebranch of the Government, and subversiveof its constitutional independence; because
they are calculated to foster a band of interested
parasites and informers ever ready, for their own
ndvantage, "0 swear before ez parte committees
to pretended private conversations between the
President and themselves, incapable, from their
nature, of being disproved ; thus furnishing materialfor harassing him, degrading him in the
eyeB of the country, and eventually, should he
be a weak or a timid man, rendering him subservientto improper influences, in order to avoid
such persecutions and annoyances ; because they
tend to destroy that harmonious action for the
common good, which ought to be maintained,
and which I sincerely desire to cherish, between
oo-ordinate branches of the Government; and
finally, because, if unresisted, they would establisha precedent dangerous and embarrassing to
all my successors, to whatever political party
they might be attached."

We learn from the Charleston Mercury,
that W. W. Walker jr., proprietor of the Courantwhile that paper existed, who left Columbia
last Fall ostensibly for the purpose of going to

England to recover a large fortune, has turned
htv in St. Louis as a witness for the Dlaintiff in

the Carstang divorce case, under the assumed
name of W. Alston. He accounts for his now

name in this wise:

and art from all parts of the universe. By the
co-operation of the potentates of the various
countries of Europe, Asia and America, the
arrangements for traveling, etc., will be of such
a nature as not to debar, as is frequently the
case, the poorest students of science from minglingin the brilliant throng of the aristocracy of
intellect. Fuller information may be got in
Edinburg from Dr. Struthers, who is to act as

interim Secretary, or from the Chairman pro
lem, our celebrated townsman, Prof. Simpson.

The New Jersey State Democratic Conventionmet at Trenton on the 11th ultimo..
Delegates were appointed to the Charleston
convention. Resolutions were adopted as follows:

'The first denounces the Republican position in
Congress as disregarding the provison of the Constitutionfor the protection of slave property ;
the second says the Constitution must be sustained,and a ready observance of the laws enforcedto preserve the Union; the third asserts
that Federal Legislation on slavery should be
limited by the Constitution.all that instrument
gives should be accorded, and all it withholds
should be denied; the fourth says it is the duty,
of every State to protect itself against invasion
oy lanaucB, ana to pnmsn ouenaers in an exemplarymanner; the fifth is in favor of the FugitiveSlave law, and in favor of the suppression of
slave-trade; the sixth re-endorses the Cincinnati
platform, and says we will consent to no unauthorizedinterpretations of it; the seventh is for
a tariff by wise discrimination in favor of home
manufactures, and says the Government should,
for public uses, favor home products ; the eigth
recommends ffm. C. Alexander for Vice President;the ninth recommends the delegation on
all questions to casta united vote; and the tenth
says the Administration of President Buchanan
has been statesmanlike and conservative.'

The committee of Ways and Means reportedappropriation bills to the House of Representativeson Wednesday of last week, as follows:*

"Pensions, $849,000; Military Academy,

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Diplomatic, $11,000; Fortifications over $600,000;Army, nearly $14,000,000; Legislative,
Judicial and Executive, $5,870,000; Civil Expenses,nearly $3,500,000; Navy, $11,180,000;
Postal Deficiencies, nearly $6,000,000. Total,
about $45,140,000, being about $100,000 less
than the estimate of the Secretary of the Treasury,There are, however, specific appropriationswhich will swell the amount to over $53,500,000."

the office of the weekly, paid its first visit to our

The Havana Diario de la Marina of the 25th instantcontains a leader of twocolumns, devoted to
the outrage committed by American naval officerson the Mexican (Miramon) squadron. It
is to be expected that an official organ of the
Spanish Government would give vent to its sympathieswith Miramon, whose rule in Mexico is
recognized by Spain, as well as by England and
France. The Diario sggrcely doubts but that
both the representation of the foreign diplomatic
agents in Washington, and the good sense of tne
American Congress, already much opposed to
the Juraez-McLane treaty, will cause our Gov
ernment to disapprove of the act. Still, even
should full reparation be tendered, the Diario
fears that the youthful impetuosity of Miramon
will not rest satisfied, particularly should he
succeed in taking VeraCruz. The present pur
suit of Cortinas on Mexican territory.which
individual also has the Diario'e sympathy.in
addition to the above mentioned outrage, causes
this journal to presage a war and the absorption
by the United States of Lower California, Sonora,
Chihuahua, Coabulia, Nueva Leon and Tamaulipas,to pay for the expenses of t.hat war.
In consequence, the Diario casts a longing eye
towards the East, and earnestly hopes that the
European nations will soon be less busy among
themselves, hasten to settle the Western-question,

Mr. T. S. C. Lowe, the aeronaut who is

now experimenting in Charleston preparatory to
a balloon voyage across the Atlantic in May,
writes, to the Mercury, of a late ascension, thus :

At a little past 5 o'clock, the Pioneer being
fully inflated, and having my instruments, ballast,
etc., in the car, I bade good afternoon to those
who had been watching my movements for hours,
and cutting loose the last cord that bound me to
earth, I, for the fortieth time, made my way far
above the clouds. At the expiration of ten minutes,I had attained an altitude of 5600 feet.
As I gradually arose, the view that presented
itself waB much the same as on my former trip,
save that the approach of spring had rendered
the foliage more green and beautiful.

I first took a northerly course, but soon reachedthat never failing current that bore me to
the east. * * * As I advanced in
that direction, I could but wish I were on board
my large balloon, the City ofNew York. How
quick I would change the scene from land to water,and when day broke next morning, many
hundred miles would separate me from the westernshore. But I consoled myself by thinking
that the day is not far distant when I shall have
the pleasure of demonstrating the feasibility of
crossing the Atlantic and circumnavigating the
globe in one-eighth part of the time it now takes,
without danger, and as comfortable as if we were
seated in our parlors at home.

The Charleston Courier, speaking of All
Fool's Day, or the 1st of April, says :

A most reliable writer asserts with emphatic
confidence that we are indebted to the French
for the pleasantries and practical jokes peculiar
to the first day of April. This droll anniversary
has been traced back to the misty period of
French history and has been preserved unchangedand perfect by successive generations. Those

of fun are called by tho French, April Fish or

Silly Mackerel, the obnoxious nick-name being
suggested by that fish, which is so silly as to
suffer itself to be caught in the month of April.
A nameless writer, designing doubtless to throw
ridicule upon the attempts that have been made

to find oat the origin of All-Fool's Day, tells as

that the custom of making fools on this day originatedwith Noah, when he sent the dove from
the ark before the waters were abated. This
delicate satirist contends thftt this mistake was
committed on the first day of April, and that one
of the favorite tricks of youngsters.the sending
people on sleeveless errands.is a pleasant way of
stirring np the minds of those who are so carelessas to forget tho interesting circumstance on
the day of its annual return.

The following item gives a general view of

money matters in our country. Our Imp says
there is a pile of money in the United States, for
him to have no more than he has:
"The Treasury Department has made its annualreport of the number of banks and branchesthroughout the United States on the 1st ofJanuary.The number of banks was 1,5G2; amount

of capital paid in, $421,880,000; amount of speciein vaults, $83,594,000. The resources,
including lonas, notes, securities, and real estate,
are stated at nearly $1,000,000,000, and the
liabilities at $531,500,000."

When captured in Africa, to be brought to this
country, he says he was 45 years old. He landedin Charleston, and was bought by the Lowtherfamily, lived with them in that city nearly
twelve years, and was in their possession till a
few years since. From Charleston Sam was carriedto Savannah.stayed there forty years,
and moved to this section about the year 1856.
At this time he came under the notice of Dr.
Bowen, as he had occasion to attend him to cnre
n Hatio falAn An V*?a fin/van onrl Kifl rmitifn/^Q

never ceased, but exhibited itself whenever the
Dootor came near him, in expressions half in
African, for he never learned to speak English
well. From the evidence of reliable persons,
and the negro's own statement, he is supposed
to have been over one hundred and forty years
old at the time of his death. This is the same

negro Sam, to whom, if we are not mistaken, an
allusion is made in White's Statistic* of Georgia,
as being a very old negro, and having died a
few years previous to the publication of that
work; but the record of his death was a mistake.

The Washington correspondent of the
New York Times, speaking of the capture of the
Spanish vessels near Vera Cruz, says:

"It is now ascertained, on the authority of a
member of the Cabinet, that wben Miramon's
letter to his agent in Havana was intercepted by
Consul-Genernl Holm, and forwarded to the
Government here, it was transmitted to the
commander of the Gulf Squadron, with instructionsto arrest the steamers. This fact may
give a different complexion to the whole affair.
When news of the capture first reached here,
this member of the Cabinet declared to three
Senators that it was done in compliance with
special instructions to our officers. The Governmentshould then assume the whole responsibility,and acknowledge that it is an act of
intervention."

John Duncan:.When John Duncan built his
bouse in a cane-brake, on the creek, which bears
his name, he opened a path, some fifteen paces
long, through the cane to the stream, for the
convenience of getting water. In after years he
related to his children, that there was scarcely
a minute in the day that he eould not see some
wild animal moving stealthily up or down the
creek across that path. Sitting, one evening at
dusk, in his door, with his foot against the frame,
a bear slily approached the house, and threw him
for a moment into a great fright, by springing
suddenly over his leg into the cabin. Recoveringhimself, he seized his gun, and before the
bold intruder could effect his escape, shbt him
dead upon the hearth.

Bears' Oil:.The Cherokee priests and prophetswere inducted into office by the unction of
bears' oil. "All the Indian Americans," says
Adair, "especially the female sex, reckon their
bears' oil or grease very valuable, and use it afterthe same manner as the Asiatics did their
fine essences and sweet perfumes. The young
warriors and women are uneasy unless their hair
is always shining with it; which is probably the
reason that none of their heads are bald."

"Mostly'* Oak":.An old pioneer of the Pacolet,near Grindal's Shoals, James Mosely, who

were soon howling on the trail of the hunter.
He heard them, and knew that an effort must be
made to save both himself and his deer. Turninga little from the path be hastily sunk the
carcass in a creek, ana running some distance
further, just had time to climb with his rifle intothe branches of a post oak tree, as the pack
came up in full cry. It was now too dark for
him to use his rifle with effect, and he silently
watched them as they circled, incessantly yelping
and barking around him.
They bayed him in this manner all night. At

the approach of day, however, their circle began
to grow larger ; and as soon as he could see

through his sights he singled out the leader of
the troop and shot him ; the rest instantly ran

off to their dens. Moscly was afterwards asked
why he did not fire among them sooner? He
replied that he was perfectly safo in the tree,
but felt a sort of pride in waiting till day-light
that he might pick off the leader and the largest
of the zanir.

known to all the surrounding country as Mosely's
Oak; no sacrilegious hand would dare approach
it with an axe. It stands immediately on the
road leading to Grindal's Shoals, and a short
distance from the house of Garland Meng, Esq.

the restless union of remarkable talent with femininesentiment, as Do Stael, Charlotte Bronte,
and others, the resort to artifice, and the pressenceof mind, which, in common talk, we ascribeto woman, are directly traceable to peculitiesof constitution, to facts of nature and temperamentin which consists her essential individuality.They insinuate no lesson of inferiority,
but proclaim that the Creator laid in the deep
and absolute foundation of instinct the vital and
moral interests of humanity, too precious to be
confided to the wayward reason and the uncontrolledwill of man. 'It is a universal rule,' says
Mitchelet, 'which as far as I know has no exception,that great men always resemble their mothers."

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judioia;
ry be, and the same^re hereby, instructed to in
quire into the expediency of reporting a bill givingfreedom to every human being, and interdictingslavery wherever Congress has the constitutionalpower to legislate on the subject.

The UK. G. C's," or Knights of the GoldenCircle, are likely soon to create stirring
events on Mexican soil. The following, in relationto the origin, object and extent of this
organization, will prove of interest. It is taken
from the New Orleans correspondence of the N.
Y. Herald:

"The order was instituted in Mississippi duringthe year 1854. Its original object was the
cultivation of a martial spirit among the young
men of that State, and for a long time the numberof its members was quite limited. Within
the last year or two, however, its leaders have
adopted new plans, and these have given it an

impetus by which it has slowly but sorely spread
over seventeen States, including the whole South,
but more especially in the States of Tennessee,
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas. It now comprisesnearly thirty thousand members. Its ob-
jcul is i.u umruu iulu ajjluxico, cruau toe juramon
taction and place the Joarez Goverment fairly
upon its legs. In doing this, the K. 6. C's contendthat they are isolating no treaty or neutralitylaw, bnt that they are Bimply assisting a legitimateand formally recognized friendly governmentto snbdne a band of factious outlaws.
This done they mean to assimilate the Mexican
republic as nearly to our own aa the different
habits of the two races will permit. They disclaimthe character of filibusters, and declare
that they will march down to the levee and embarkin the broad daylight. The time for the
departure has not yet been fixed. Probably
their force will be separated in two divisions..
One will cross the Bio Grande to suppress the
disorders along the frontier, and then march directto the Mexican capital. The other will go
to the relief of Vera Cruz. This is the present
programme, but it is not finally determined upon,and may be altered by the tnrn of affairs at
vern nuy aucmpt on me pail 01 opain
or any other European power to interfere in the
struggle between the factions will precipitate
the departure of the E. Q. C's. The pecuniary
resources of the order are on a scale proportionateto the number of its members. In the State
of Texas alone no less thao four hundred and
ninety-eight thousand dollars have been contributed,and a division of twenty-five hundred
men have been armed and equipped besides.
"The number of E. G. C.'s now in this city is

about 2,200 men. The companies are composed
of fine looking young men, mostly between the
ages of twenty-five and thirty, and their drill is
said to be excellent. The commissariat is in
charge of a number of gentlemen of experience
and means. What astonishes me most in the
movement, is the perfect confidence evinced by
everybody concerned in it, that it will prove successful.They declare it will only be a running
fight, and that the campaign will not last six
months. Of course, there are a great many
whose names and influence are enlisted in the
enterprise, but who have no idea of accompanyingthe expedition. Yet the E. O. C.'s expect
to hurl a sufficient force upon Miramon's army
to overwhelm him at once. A great deal of enthusiasmwas created the other day by the arrivalof a large squad from Maryland and Virginia.
It is said that they have a number of reornits
from Harper's Ferry, each man of whom is abie
to make his own musket. I shall keep you ad-
vised of any farther steps taken by the order."

Smilis, in his recent book, "Self Help"
